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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Kelley does not teach a 
base station providing a release order message comprising a selected slot cycle index. However, as admitted by Applicant, Kelley 
teaches that the base station sends a message to the mobile indicating a slot cylcle index.
